FRAZIER has been employed as a Professor and Head of the 
Department of Sociology at Howard University since 1934° The records 
reflect FRAZIER was granted sabbatical leave of absence, at half salary, 
for the academic year 1940-1941 in order to pursue an investigation 
xinder a Guggenheim Fellowship Award? was granted part-time leave, 
September 1, 1942 - June 30, 1942? to be consultant on Negro studies 

in the Library of Congress while continuing two-thirds time as 
Professor and Head of the Department of Sociology? was granted sabbatical 
leave of absence for two quarters beginning January 1, 1949,^and 
automatically terminating June 30, 1949, and was placed on a'leave 
without pay status for the period December 1, 1951, to June 30, 1953,

Negro Studies (half-time) 0 This appointment was terminated August 31, 
194-3° From September 18, 1943s to September 30* 1943* FRAZIER was 
employed under a temporary appointment by the Acquisitions Department, 
Library of Congress° On September 30, 1943* FRAZIER received a 
temporary appointment to terminate June 30, 19.44* as Fellow of the 
Library of Congress (not in residence - received compensation only 
when actually working) 0 

FRAZIER signed the loyalty oath on September 24* 1942* and 
was rated Very Good on an efficiency rating dated October 1, 1943<>

Dr® HARRY JJ^WALKER, Associate Professor of Sociology />.■• 
and Acting Head of the Department of Sociology, Howard University, 
advised that he first met FRAZIER in 1931 at Fisk University where 
the appointee was teaching® WALKER stated that since this time, 
he has been very closely associated with FRAZIER and considers 
him to be an intimate friend of his® He advised that FRAZIER 8 s 
character and reputation are of the very highest order and said that 
FRAZIER enjoys the respect of his fellow Sociologists throughout 
America® He stated that FRAZIER 8 s professional reputation is excellent 
and added that FRAZIER is the only Negro to have ever been elected 
President of the American Sociological Association® 

WALKER stated that FRAZIER is very outspoken and an 
individual who has always been in the forefront, in the fight fo^- 
equal rights for the American Negroes® He advised that FRAZIER has 
devoted a great portion of hia life in the fight against racial 
discrimination® WALKER stated that, while he is unable to furnish, 
the names of any specific organizations with which FRAZIER has been 
associated outside of purely professional ones, he knows that FRAZIER 
has often been asked to lend his name to various organizations and 
to sign various statements and petitions issued by these organizations® 
WALKER advised that FRAZIER has been a life-time admirer of Dr® W® E, 

B® DU BOIS, whom he described as a prominent Negro spokesman® WALKER 
stated that there is nothing in FRAZIER'S conversations, deeds, or 
writings which would indicate any disloyalty or subversive tendencies® 
He advised that based upon his long and intimate association with 
FRAZIER, he believes him to be a loyal and patriotic American citizen, 
stating "If you cannot trust FRAZIER, we might as well give up, ”

JOHN HOPir FRANKLIN, Professor of History, Howard University, 
advised that he first became acquainted with FRANKLIN in 1931 at Fisk 
University, at which time he was an undergraduate student and FRAZIER 
was his professoro FRANKLIN advised that he has been a colleague of 
FRAZIER at Howard University since 1914-7 and stated that they have 
become intimate associates,, FRANKLIN said that he and his family 
I^ihave been using FRAZIERS home at 220 Rhode Island Avenue, N 0 W 0 , during 
^ the past two years while FRAZIER has been in France with UNESCO* 

FRANKLIN advised that FRAZIER's moral Integrity and honesty is reflected 
In the Veryhlgh esteem in which he is held by his professional col¬ 
leagues throughout the world 0 FRANKLIN advised that he has never hoa~ a 
anything but,, favorable comments concerning FRAZIER 5 s character and 
r eputat i on „ ' ; 

FRANKLIN advised that he believes that there Is absolutely 
no reason to question FRAZIER*s loyalty to the United States* He 
stated that FRAZIER is an extremely articulate individual and added 
that if he were a deviant idealistically, that it would most certainly 
show in his conversations or writings* FRANKLIN stated that to the 
best of his knowledge, FRAZIER has never evidenced any Communist 
sympathies* 

Dr* CHARLES H^THOMPSON, Dean of the Graduate School, Howard 
University, advised that he has known FRAZIER since approximately 1927 
and stated that he has been associated with him at Howard University 
since 193^-0 THOMPSON stated that FRAZIER'S character, reputation, 
and integrity are above reproach and described him as being a '’scholar* 111 
THOMPSON said that based upon his long association with FRAZIER, he 
believes him to be a loyal American citizen* He advised that he does 
not know of any questionable or subversive organizations with which 
FRAZIER is associated, and said thsit if FRAZIER has joined any of this 
type of organization, it was probably done without knowledge of the 
true makeup of the organ!zation* 

EMMETT eJ\DORSEY, Department of Government, Howard University, 
advised that he has known FRAZIER for approximately twenty-five years 
having first met him when FRAZIER-was head of the Atlanta School of 
Social Work* DORSEY stated that FRAZIER is a strong exponent of racial 
equality and described him as being; 11 outspoken” and ”courageous „ 11 -DORSEY 
said that FRAZIER is an outstanding; Negro spokesman and as such has 
belonged to many organizations and movements, some of which probably 
have been Infiltrated by the Communists in America* DORSEY added that 
FRAZIER is one of the most brilliant scholars In America and is definitely 
not a Communist nor a Fascist* 








DORSEY advised that FRAZIER,is a learned man who is well aware 
of the doctrines of Communism or Fascism and has rejected both of them, 
DORSEY commented that FRAZIER has written so extensively and voluminously 
that there is no doubt concerning where he stands—as it is all written 
down. 


DORSEY stated that FRAZIER has been exemplary as far as character. 


personal integrity, and moral habits are concerned and he advised that 


he believes. FRAZIER to be a loyal American citizen. 


ELIJAH HORAC^SFITCHETT, Associate Professor of Sociology, 
Howard University, advised that he has been on the faculty of this 
university with the appointee since 194S>, but knew him ten years 
prior to this through attendance at various social meetings» FITCHETT 
stated that he has read all of the appointee 9 s published works and 
said that there is no question in his mind but that FRAZIER is a loyal 
American citizen, FITCHETT commented favorably concerning FRAZIER 5 s 
character and reputation and advised that all of his associates are 
reputable and moral citizens. He stated that he does not know of any 
questionable or subversive organizations with which FRAZIER has been 
associated, and stated that he believes FRAZIER would extend himself 
extensively In behalf of American democratic principles©

In 1953 an investigation 
under Executive Order 10422 (UN Loyalty Program) was initiated when 
he was employed by UNESCO and terminated in September, 1953, when 
information was received he had left UNESCO. A supplemental investi¬ 
gation is being initiated at CSC's request as Frazier is now being 
considered for additional UNESCO employment. Previous investigations 
show he has been affiliated as member, sponsor, supporter, speaker, or 
signer of communications in behalf of fifteen organizations designated 
under Executive Order 10450 and seven organizations cited by 
congressional committees as communist fronts.

"The Southern Patriot" was cited as an "organ" of the 
SOUTHERN CONFERENCE FOR HUMAN WELFARE (SCHW) by the Committee 
on Un-American Activities, House Report 592, on the SCHW, June 
12, 1947. 

The SCHW was cited as a communist front by the Com¬ 
mittee on Un-American Activities, House Report 592, June 16, 

1947. 

An amendment to the charter of the SCHW changed the 
name of that organization to the SCEF, and listed its purpose 
as being to improve the educational and cultural standards of 
the Southern people in accordance with the highest American 
democratic institutions, traditions, and ideals. The amendment 
was dated April 26, 1946. 

A source, who is familiar with some phases of Commu¬

CP members were members of and worked actively in the SCHW. 
However, since the formation of the SCEF, rank and file CP 
members have not been encouraged to work in the SCEF. The source

Conference Educational Fund, Incorporated (SCEF), 

held a session in New Orleans, Louisiana, on March 18, 19 and 

20, 1954. WF T-25 advised that the files reflect that 

Dr. JAMES A. DOMBROWSKI, Executive Director of the SCEF appeared 

as a witness before the Committee. DOMBROWSKI submitted a 

report of the officers and board of directors of the SCEF. 

Among the directors is listed one, "Dr. E. FRANKLIN FRAZIER, 
Washington, D. C." 

On December 15, 1959, l~ I made available a 

list of the Executive Committee of the Coordinating Committee 
for the Enforcement of the D. C. Anti-Discrimination Laws. 

The name "Professor and Mrs. E. FRANKLIN FRAZIER, Howard 
University, 220 Rhode Island Avenue, N. W. ," appears on a 
list of the Executive Committee. 

Information concerning the Coordinating Committee 
for the Enforcement of the D. C. Anti-Discrimination Laws 
is set forth in the appendix. 

During the course of another investigation, 

E. FRANKLIN FRAZIER advised Special Agents of the FBI 
in August, 1954, that he became a member of the Council 
of African Affairs in the early 1940s. Dr. FRAZIER 
adviSf^l that his recollection is vague as to the exact 
dafe aR he became a member of this organization. FRAZIER 
stated that he did not recall ever attending a meeting 
of this organization^ although he never formally resigned 
from the organization. 

FRAZIER recalled that he became a member of the 
Council of African Affairs after reading their literature 
because he felttbad the purpose of the organization was 
to assist in human freedom. FRAZIER recalled 

that he had r e J there wa s: a , mtoug g 1 e in the Council 

in which MAX YERGAN and PAUL attempting to 

control the organization. FRAZTJsfPsrated that he had 
heard the struggle resulted from the charge that YERGAN 
had funds of the Council. Dr. FRAZIER advised 
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that he received a proxy some time in the middle 1940’s, 
requesting him to vote for either YERGAN or ROBESON to 
head the Council. He stated that he believed YERGAN to 
be an opportunist and an individual of low integrity, 
therefore, he gave PAUL ROBESON his proxy vote. Ur. FRAZIER 
advised that he did not know who formulated the Council’s 
business, where the Council derived its funds or if the 
Communist Party in any manner aided or supported the 
organization. 

Dr. FRAZI3* advised that he had a file at his office 
containing literature distributed by the Council on African 
Affairs and he furnished a number of items from this file to 
agents of this Bureau. 

Dr. FRAZIIR was asked whether he would appear before 
a hearing of the Subversive Activities Control Board. He stated 
that he would be very reluctant to appear before the Board 
because of his position at Howard University, and because of his 

P osition with the United Nations Educational, Scientific, and 
ultural Organization as research director. He also stated that 
he felt that publicity resulting from such an appearance would 
be unfavorable. 

The Council of African Affairs and the 
Communist Party have been designated by the 
Attorney General of the United States 
as coming within the purview of Executive 
Order 10450. 

In 1951, JOHN LAUTNER, who at the time of 
his expulsion from the Communist Party in 
1950, was Chairman of the New York State 
Review Commission, advised that MAX YERGAN 
was a Party member. He stated differences 
developed between him and the Party and 
that he, YERGAN came out openly against 
the Party. LAUTNER stated that around 
1945-1946, YERGAN greeted him many 
mornings with "Hello Comrade." 

On July 14j 1949, testifying before the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities, 

MANNING JOHNSON stated, fB&p*rt, that he 
was a member of the Comwaoiatt Party for 
ten years until 1940. ana tilt he served 
on the National Committee of the Communist 
Party throughout 1936. 1937 and 1938. 

JOHNSON testified during the time he was 
a member of the Communist Party, PAUL 
ROBESON was a Communist Party member

hierarchy that ROBESON was engaged in 
certain secret work that was inter¬ 
continental in connection with his 
concert tours.

Anti-Discrimination Laws, in 
May, 191+9, seven attorneys of the District of Columbia Chapter 
of the National Lawyers Guild made a study of old anti- 
discrimination laws and pointed out that since the laws had 
not been repealed, they were still alive. As a result, a 
group of citizens representing many religious, labor, and 
civic groups met to determine what they could do to bring 
about the enforcement of these laws. Thus, the Committee 
was formed, with Dr. Mary Church Terrell, prominent Washington, 

D. C., Negress, as the Chairman. 

A source on August 29, 1952, reported that members 
of the Communist Party (CP) in Washington, D. C., had been 
urged to participate in affairs and activities of this Committee, 
and William Johnson, identified by this source as a CP member, 
had criticized CP members for not taking a more active part 
in the Committee*s activities. 

This source on January 11, 1954* stated that as of 
this date, the Coordinating Committee for the Enforcement 
of the D. C. Anti-Discrimination Laws was infiltrated by the 
CP, but was not actually controlled by the CP.

The Southern Patriot was cited as an "organ" of 
the SOUTHERN CONFERENCE FOR HUMAN WELFARE (SCHW) by the 
Committee on Un-American Activities, House Report 592, on the 
SCHW, June 12,'.1947. 

The SCHW was cited as a communist front by the 
Committee on Un-American Activities, House Report 592, June 16, 

1947. 

An amendment to the charter of the SCHW changed the 
name of that organization to the SCEF, and listed its purpose 
as being to improve the educational and cultural standards 
of the Southern people in accordance with the highest American 
democratic institutions, traditions, and ideals. The amend¬ 
ment was dated April 26, 191+6. 

A source, who is familiar with some phases of Com¬ 
munist Party activity in the New Orleans area, advised on 
May 18, I960, that during the time the SCHW was in existence. 
Communist Party (CP) members were members of and worked 
actively in the SCHW. However, since the formation of the 
SCEF, rank and file CP members have' not been encouraged to 
work in the SCEF. The source stated that the SCEF is a 
progressive, liberal organization, which he considers a CP 
front organization because it has gone along with the Communist 
Party on certain issues, particularly on the racial question, 
and through the years, certain CP members in the New Orleans 
area have been assigned to work in the organization to further 
CP principles. 

On May 18, I960, the source advised that in the past 
he has considered JAMES DOMBROWSKI, the Executive Director of 
the SCEF, to be a Communist, if not an actual Communist Party 
member, because he followed communist principles. 

The source also advised on May 18, I960, that many 
people who are officials and members of the SCEF, while 
liberal in their views, are by no means communists. 

The CP-USA has been designated by the Attorney General 
pursuant to Executive Order 10450.
